ipe-aki of a jet d1 feau-as weil as for d— 
mestic uses, bin the pnncipal object of 
these constructions was to supply water 
for bathing, for which an enomious quan- 
tity was required. Thus the aqueducts 
subserved the purposes of luxury as well 
as the necesstlies of life. Cast iron being 
scarcely fcnqwn to the Romans, the distri- 
bution of the Water from the reservoirs 
wu effected by pipes of baked chv, and, 
Where those were not applicable, of lead, 
tnd it is singular that, though skillful in 
c«ting bronie, the Roman founders were 
not yet able to cast leid pipe 
The con 


dnlu of this material are made from cast 
sheets, or rather plates of lead. »iapped 
around a mandrel and riveted or clamped 
at the opposite edgt4. The plates being 
thicker than modern rolled lead, the 
pipes wete heavier, and accordingly the 
consumption of that metal was very great. 
From one single print of distribution ol 
aa aqueduct the Botghese family took, in 
the sixteenth century, not less than forty 
thousand pounds of lc*J pipe. Ihe citadel 
of Alatri was supplied with water canied 
across a deenravine by an inverted siphon 
of e?rtnen pipes, imbedded in concrete, to 
a height of more than three hundred feet 
above IHe bottom 8f the ravine, and, of

Some little excitement was caused on 


tht street yesterday by the circulation of a 


„ rnmor to the effect that the Chicago, Cur 


liogton & Quincy railroad were to com> 
mtB.ee the construction of their road be- 
twe»n this city and River Bend, on the K. 
P., at enee. It will ,be remembered mat 
during- last summer the C., B. ct Q com- 
pany bad a corps of engineers running 
various preliminary lines between this city 
and River Bend, but at.tbe lime no panic 
ulars in reference to their operations could 
be secured, 
Several different lines were 


run, one of which 'branched off from the 
main line at the Pugsley ranch, fifteen 
miles east of this city. Considerable ani- 
mosity was caused at the time as to what 
-motive the engineers had in surveying the 
branch, but it has since been assumed 
that the line was staked tram the Pugslev 
ranch directly to Denver
